The demand for greater speed on the 


great hues of railways in this country has 
set experienced engineers to giving spec- 
ial study to the improvement of locomo- 
tives with a view of making an engine 
which will give the speed which the in- 
crease of business demands.

people there do not know for certain 
whether they are citizens of Oconto coun- 
y, Shawano county, or Langlade county, 
ind at the last election every man voted 
iccording to his belief ;i.s to which couu- 
;y ho really belonged. The facts show 
i queer condition of things in that part 


>f the State, and all the trouble grew out 


>f an opinion of a circuit judge, who sup- 
posed he. knew more than the Lcgisla- 
:urc. But the facts are briefly these:

Whatin-er there may be of spue-illation or 
theory in theology, politics, or philoso- 
phy, there can be neither .speculation nor 
doubt as to the solid interests represent- 
ed here to-night. Yon are the eommer- I 
eial men of the Northwest. 
Yon repre- 


sent the development and growth of her 
trade. 
Yon are men of alfairs. Yon deal 


with facts, methods, mid practical results; 
and while yonr processes are intellectual, 
your conclusions take the form and sub- 
stance of solid things; you belong to that 
class of men who btuld wharves, work- 
shops, shipping, mills, factories, furnaces, 
and bind the earth with iron and steel. 
\Villi the accumulated products of these 
you strike out new lines ol' commercial 
interest and open new avenues of trade. 
Yon mass the forces that combine with 
human etl'ort until they almost vie with 
the forces of nature itself. I know, 
Mr. Chairman, that you would scarcely 
look 
for 
the 
work of benelieenc'e 


under the shaggy coats of the bears and 
bulls who tear and rend each other in 
tht! arena of margins and stocks; yet I 
suspect in the quiet of their homes, in 
the quiet of their lairs, in the holy pres- 
ence of their wives, we might learn what 
some of; the grandest efforts that have 
blessed mankind have been put in prac- 
tice by these untamed wild beasts of the 
commercial

Ton follow 
the path of the late eastern war, and you 
will find these same commodities distrib- 
uted not only in the passes of tlie Balkan 
mountains, but over the frozen steppes, 
where lay encamped the great Eussian 
armies. You have shaken hands with the. 
four quarters of the earth, with China, 
Japan, Brazil, and Australia, and even 
Mexico invites capital and -prays for the

Such is the mission of you commercial 
men of the northwest.

MANNKKS with us arc more or less 


consciously regarded us a subtle com- 
promise of character. 
The time has 


ions passed when it was possible to 
identify the number of Americans at a 
foreign hotel bv "counting the feet ou 
the veranda-rail and dividing them by 
two,"' in spite of what we read in for- 
eign papers of the demeanor of our 
traveling countrymen. 
Nevertheless, 


it can hardly yet be maintained that in 
the mass we" illustrate elegance as emi- 
nently as we do more sterling qualities; 
and this is due not to the strictly mate- 
rial character of our civilization, per- 
haps, so much as to the rapidity of its 
growth and the necessity of attending 
lirst of all to the substantiality of the 
structure rather than the grace of the 
decoration of a new society. 
The 


American test of a casual stranger who 
very likely is goinsr his way tlie next 
moment, is still, for example, not his 
civility, but his sincerity. 
If his talk 


has a genuine ring and his behavior a 
genuine air about it, their acceptability 
is assured. 
Our code in this respect is 


still that of the mining camp, though of 
a diluted intensity, of course; we some- 
how feel the same necessity of examin- 
ing credentials in a New York drawing- 
room that is felt in Nevada; whether or 
no a man is a humbug is a question the 
better sort of people are irresistibly im- 
pelled to ask themselves upon meeting 
him for the first time. How the correct 
answer can in the least matter to any 
one; or, in other words, what business it 
can be of anybody's, in any but a primi- 
tive community with no social police 


. and dependent upon volunteer vigilance 


for its security, it occurs to no one to 
ask. Ordinary acquaintances are look- 
ed upon as candidates for close friend- 
ship; there is usualy, of course, no in- 
tention or inclination to bring about a 
more intimate relation, but it may bn 
said that in the general a person must 
prove his worthiness to be a friend 
before he can become acceptable as an 
acquaintance. 
The artilicial institution 


of a neutral ground upon which people 
meet impersonally and where what is 
said and done is measured by an object- 
ive standard of its own, is wholly 
foreign if not repugnant to American 
notions of what mannert should be. 
Doubtless it is a satisfaction to relle.ct 
that this attitude could not be un- 
affectedly assumed by any society that 
did not set a high value upon morals, 
and possibly there is a natural and in- 
evitable connection bet ween an elaborate 
development of manners and the vices 
of a polished society. 
At the same 


time it involves at least two result.;) 
which have their disadvantages. 
One 


is a concentration upon the significance 
rather than the form of everything 
which attends social intercourse, ami 
the other a paradoxical tendency to the 
very social hypocrisy which is popularly 
supposed to be the concomitant solely 
of the vcnecrof conventions. The lirst ex- 
plains the prodigious amount of "horse- 
play" which through inherited from an 
Anglo-Saxon ancestry, has here been 
caried to a development and even a re- 
finement elswhero 
quite 
unknown. 


With no other people, prohablv, is 
rudeness so purely relative a thing; in 
taking no offense where none is meant, 
and conveying none in spite of everv 
indication to the contrary, Americans 
display an unerring skHU'ulness which 
not only makes brusqmmess perfectly 
innocuous, but often seems to imply 
entire superfluity of the u'rammar of 
courtesy. 
If whatever inherent charm 


there may be in line phrases is thereby 
sacrificed, there is recompense in the 
implicit confidence reposed in the en- 
tente presupposed, which is not unlike 


. that of a large family—itself proverbi- 


ally " not a civil-spoken thing." The 
social hypocrisy alluded to is ' not dilH- 
cult of explanation. The feeling that 
character rather than manners is in 
question in social intercourse is enter- 
tained just consciously enough to make 
this an intensely personal affair—a re- 
sult powerfully contributed to by the 
extreme introspectiveness that distin- 
guishes Americans. 
If it is a question 


of the personal impression one is pro- 
ducing, it is not human 
nature to 


neglect making as good a showing as 
possible. 
One can understand from 


this the inquiry once made by an ob- 
serving and candid Frenchman: "Why 
is it that Americans talk so much for 
effect?" 
The inquirer had no more ex- 


perience of the moral tournaments so 
customary with us than his surprised 
auditor had of the possibilities of im- 
personal conversation in which the true 
"man 
of the world," so sure of his 


own position, is such an adept.—N. Y. 
Nation.

telegraph operator 


named Thomas Holister was arrested 
iu San Francisco by a Chicago detect- 
ive.

East a dispatch, dated at some station 
in the Sierras, saying that a tidal wave, 
followed by an earthquake, had de- 
slroyed San Francisco and Virginia 
Oil}-. The object of the plot was to 
cause a panic iu Pacific Mail Stock 
and Comstock Securities in the New 
York market, the panic to betaken ad- 
vantage of by confederates. 
For sev- 


eral mouths tho Western Union Com- 
pany knew that their wires were being 
tampered with, and they sent for the 
Chicago detective. 
He traveled along 


the line for several weeks, and finally 
came upon a clue at a spot a fevy miles 
oast of Battle Mountain. 
At this spot 


the wire had been cut, and a piece that 
could readily be disconnected had boon 
let in. The detective further found 
an insulated wire concealed in the grass 
and sage brush near by. An end of it 
long enough to roach the main line 
was coiled up. 
The. wire ran north, 


and the detective,, following it for a 
mile, came upon au excavation in the 
ground, which was 
roofed in with 


brauchosaml turf, and which contained, 
buried iu one corner, several Leyden 
jars, si rips of copper aud bottles of acid. 
The detective concealed himself nearby 
and watched tho place for several days, 
but.without ro.su.lt.

Italian markets, and it is known to the 
trade as "church hair." The prices of 
hair range from five dollars to twenty 
cents a head, though the iinest of o-olden 
hair will bring two dollars au ounce, 
white hair five dollars an ounce.

such eases n head of hair is worth from 
twenty-live to fifty dollars.

tionalities have a peculiar odor in their 
bair; the Chinese hair lias a nnisky 
smell, and the odor of violets has been 
detected in one or two instances. Tho 
dealers detect the quality mainly bv the 
touch, can tell whether itscolov is dyed 
or bleached, and whether it comes from 
the living or the dead. As a role hair- 
growers are a degraded race whoso 
riches consist not in their lloeks, but iu 
their own llccecs, which they never pin 
up or comb, but wear iu elosely-fiitinf 
caps.

The enormous strength of the hair is 


hardly appreciable. A healthy single- 
hair will support four ounces. A single 
head of hair in an audience of 200 peo- 
ple will support the entire audience; 
and the hair of all the people in Detroit 
would support a load which would re- 
quire 5,000 locomotives to draw, and 
the hairs of the people of the o-lobe 
would support a planet againsf the 
gravity of the earth. Samson's hair 
was evidentlv a lilting emblem of his 
strength.

ly, or about thirty feet in all.

The hair of the ancient 
Thebaus is, after a lapse of -1,000 years 
found to have survived the tombs.' Tlio 
Pyramids and the Sphinx are crumb- 
lino;, but some of the wigs of human 
hair, exposed to the mold and moist- 
ure of their entombed apartments, aro 
less decayed than the monuments them- 
selves.
